HONOLULU 
(AP> - With a 


flash that lit the Hawaiian Islands 
like a giant flashbulb, a powerful 
nuclear 
device

above Johnston Island, 750 miles 
southwest of here Sunday night. 
It marked success by the United 
States on its third try to explode 
a nuclear warhead carried aloft 
by a giant Thor missile. 
The blast—most power!ul of the 
current test series—was carried 
aloft to an altitude of about 200 
miles by the Thor missile. It took 
15 minutes for the rocket to reach 
firing height.

this plan, a group of the gover­ 
nors discussed it at a morning 
workshop session. 
Gov, Michael V. DiSalle of Ohio 
presented a report to the m orningj 
workshop *ession on the 5 per' 
cent proposal It had been in the 
works for 18 months, 
OVER 2 
In the fiscal year just ended, Di- 
Salle reported, the skates would 
have gotten back $2,275 billion in 
income tax money. 
This amount would far exceed 
gmy amounts contained in alterna­ 
tive methods of federal aid to edu­ 
cation prominently discussed so 
far. 
The 
Kennedy 
Administration 
proposal of 1961 for federal aid 
mentioned a program costing $5.7 
billion over a five-year period. 
MONEY EARMARKED 
This would have prodded mon­ 
ey earmarked for construction, 
scholarships and teachers' sala 
ties. 
The governors’ proposal would 
not earmark the money, except 
for expansion of education 
in 
broad terms 
Further, not all the tax rebate 
would go tu education. 
The states would have to use 40 
per cent of the rebate the first 
year 
for

cent each year until it reached 90 
per cent.

The committee’s recom m enda­ 
tions finally ended up in limbo 
when the legislature rejected the

adm inistration’s 
pro- 
posd tax for financing the ex­ 
panded program. It would have 
taken $27 million in new taxes to 
provide such financial support. 
It is small wonder, therefore, 
that the states eye the federal in­ 
come tax covetously as a source 
of funds to meet their increasing 
needs in education. 
SOME SHORTCOMINGS 
On the other hand, this 5 per 
cent rebate plan has certain short­ 
comings that confuse the Issue. 
There is. first of all, the ques­ 
tion whether the federal govern­ 
ment could afford the bite. 
Gov. Albertis S. Harrison Jr. of 
Virginia raised this question at 
the DiSalle workshop session. So 
did Gov Lawrence. 
FIND CUT BACK 
It wa* Harrison’s view that if 
the states were going to get this 
money, they should show where 
the federal government could cut 
back other spending to offset the 
last revenue. 
A second drawback to the re­ 
bate plan revolves around the 
principle of equalization. Under 
this principle, governmental aid to 
schools should be distributed on 
the basis of need. Pennsylvania 
long has subscribed to this prin­ 
ciple. 
Under 
the 
rebate 
plan, 
the 
wealthy states would get more 
and the poor states less, which 
flies in the face of equalization. 
Lawrence’s own Committee on 
Education, in its recommendation 
on federal aid, said such assist­ 
ance should be allocated “ in such 
a way to equalize educational op­ 
portunity without unduly penaliz­ 
ing the wealthy states.” 
The governors’ uncertainty on 
the ’rebate plan points 
up the 
states’ groping in the dark on the 
issue of federal aid to education.

FARM PRICES 
DRIFT LOWER 
THAN IN'61

HARRISBURG <AP> - Pennsyl­ 
vania farm prices at mid year 
were generally lower than in 1961, 
reflecting over production for the 
most part in the state’s major 
farm industries 
The state’s m ajor agricultural 
enterprise is dairying. The aver­ 
age price per hundredweight of 
milk <46*2 quarts) was $4.15 in 
Pennsylvania, the U. S, Crop Re­ 
porting Board said. 
That price was IO cents below 
the same month a year ago. The 
average price reflects sale* of 
Pennsylvania produced milk both 
inside and outside of the Common­ 
wealth. 
LESS THAN AVERAGE 
The decline in the state price 
for all milk sold was less than the 
17-cent drop per hundredweight 
recorded nationally on a year-to- 
year basis. The national average 
price 
per 
hundredweight 
was 
$3 70. 
Most of the decline in Pennsyl­ 
vania milk prices stemmed from 
a sharp drop in the price for milk 
used 
in 
manufacturing. 
Under 
both state and federal milk m ar­ 
keting orders milk for manufac­ 
turing commands a lower price 
than milk used for the fluid con­ 
sumption m arket. 
The price for all milk sold for 
manufacturing was $3 05 in June— 
o penny lower than the national 
average. The price was 35 cents 
a hundredweight lower than in 
June, 1961. Last year the Pennsyl­ 
vania price was 12 cents higher 
than the national average. 
NEW YORK M ARKET 
The sharp decline represents a 
serious overproduction problem in 
the New York milk market in 
which about 30 per cent of the 
state's production is sold. 
Meanwhile, farm ers seeking to 
cull their herds faced a slight dis­ 
advantage this year. The price per 
hundred pounds of cow sold for 
slaughter was $15.60 or 30 cents a 
hundred less than 1961. 
The drop in the state's other 
major farm industry—poultry and 
poultry products—was less seri­ 
ous. 
EGG PRICES 
Egg prices in June averaged 32 
cents a dozen. 2cents less than 
June. 1961. Broiler prices at 17 
cents a pound were the same. 
However, 1961 was a disastrous; 
year for broiler producers. 
Turkey prices were down a pen­ 
ny for the month to 27 cents a 
pound. 
In the so-called red meat indus­ 
try—pork, beef and lamb—prices 
for all except hogs were up. 
CATTLE PRICES 
Beef 
cattle 
prices 
averaged 
$19.10 a hundred pounds compared 
to $18.30 last year. The national 
average, however, was $20.80. 
The price of hogs was $16.30—20 
cents ahead of the national aver­ 
age. but 80 cents lower per hun­ 
dred pounds than last year. 
In 1961 Pennsylvania hogs com­ 
manded a price that was $1.40 a 
hundredweight ahead of the na­ 
tional average. This year the na­ 
tional average price advanced, 
while the state price dropped, nar­ 
rowing the m argin to 20 cents a 
hundred pounds. 
Lamb sold for $20 a hundred 
pounds in Pennsylvania, up $2.50 
from last year. The state price 
was 50 cents ahead of the national 
average.

to back her conviction today.

Hutton sees it, Wash­ 
ington might indeed be looked 
upon as the inspirer of a legacy 
of faith and prayer, broad enough 
to keep anyone from fearing a 
trespass upon his own religion. 


She cited his general orders of 
Nov, 14, 1775: “The commander- 
m-chief is confident the Army will 
show their gratitude to Provi­ 
dence for thus favoring the cause 
of freedom and America; and by 
their thankfulness to God, their 
zeal 
and 
perseverance in this 
righteous cause, continue to de­ 
serve his future blessings.1" 
“Nothing there to cause misgiv­ 
ings or anxiety," said Mrs. Hut­ 
ton, 
"In fact, if you were to substi­ 
tute the word ‘people’ for ‘arm y’ 
you’d have a prayerful sentiment 
that could well be spoken in every 
home, schoolroom and courtroom 
in the land, without fear of dis­ 
turbing personal liberty in any 
way ” 
“ And perhaps it isn't as well 
known as K should be that Wash 
ington, when he became the first 
President of the United States, 
paused after reciting the formal 
oath of office ark! added this short 
line of his own—’So help mr 
God.’ “
